The report of the State Board of 
Equalization, on its work this year, has 
been made to the Governor and it aets 
forth the Board’s side of the story, 
showing how the increases were made 
and why. The report is as follows: 

Hon Augustus E Willson. 

Governor of Kentucky. 

Frankfort, Ky. 

Sir: The State Board of Equalization i 
respectfully submits the following re- J 
port for the year 1910: 

* The Revenue laws provide that all j 
property shall be assessed at its fair, 
cash value It was tot contended that | 
this was done in a single county. There 
fore, the tyoard of Equalization was not 1 
privileged to reduce any returned as¬ 
sessment. 

We selected those counties that most; 
nearly conformed to the requirements 
of the law and endeavored to equalize 
the others with them. We do not claim 
that there was a perfect adjustment of 
values, but a majority of the Board 
gave a careful investigation and equal- | 
ized property as nearly as possible with 
scant evidence and under an imperfect 
law. The conditions under which we' 
worked were not favorable for accura¬ 
cy. The assessment of the State, as a 
rule, was bad. 

There are very few capable assessors 
in the State, and the failure ot most of j 
them to acquaint themselves or comply 
with the mandatory provisions of the j 
revenue laws, w- : s one of the chief dif¬ 
ficulties. We had to contend with alov- 
cnlines, ignorance and duplicity. The 
transfer sheets which were sent to us 
as an exhibit were often misleading; 
the purchase price of property was hid 
den bv "$1.00 ?n<l other considerations;” 1 
in violation of-thg law "listed with oth¬ 
er lands;" transferred property was as¬ 
sessed at a greater per centage than 
property not transferred, and in manv 
instances where the sale value was giv¬ 
en. the assessed and supervisor’s value 
was withheld, thus preventing a com 
parison and defeating one of the princi¬ 
pal purposes of the law. 

The witnesses who appeared before 
the Board were selected bv the couirt\ 
judges ot the various counties; naturaf 
I ly they were not chosen to give infor- 
1 mation detrimental to their county as¬ 
sessment, but usually to defend it, how¬ 
ever bad. In many instancee the testi¬ 
mony showed that the assessors accept¬ 
ed the values as given by the property- 
owners, and the County Board of Su¬ 
pervisors made no material change. We 
recall one instance in which the County 
pervisors reduced the real property I 
$121,400, which was lower than the pro-1 
perty holders themselves had given in 
their property assessment. 

The law requires that the correctness 
of the transfer sheets, which is the first 
evidence submitted to this Board, shall 
be verified by the county judge and the ; 
county attorney. It is not an excep , 
tional case where it was admitted bv 
both that they had signed in a perfunc¬ 
tory manner, without any character of . 
investigation, and a chairman of a coun¬ 
ty Board of Supervisors testified that j 
he had never seen the transfer sheets. 1 

The intangible property, which we | 
are not privileged under the law to alt¬ 
er. a schedule of which is given the 
Board to indicate .the tendency of the! 
assessment, shows beyond question that ' 
90 per cent, of that character of prop-1 
erty escapes taxation, and in one ins- I 
tance, where the amount is approxi¬ 
mately known to be an asset of $6,000,- 
000 00, it is returned $28,500, being 
43.100 of one per cent. 

| The chief pleas as an objection to an 
increase, is the lack of uniformity of us 
sessment. and that an increase would 
work a hardship on the poorer people in 
the community, whose property was as¬ 
sessed at a greater percentage of yrlue 
than their wealthy neighbors, which, if 
true, the Board of Supervisors is alone 
blameable. 

The increase made by the State Board 
of Equalization averages 8 per cent., 
and with this addition, is no measure of 
the cash value of the property in the 
State. 

This report is Hgned by the full hoard 
and attested by the Secretary. 


I So firm is the belief that this year’s 
! crop will be a short one that a number 
) of growers in the pool, who have money 
j to spare have liought the crops of the 
| more hard-oressed membersef the pool, 
in the reasonable belief that the price 
of tobacco will be higher next winter 
than it wag last winter, and that all 
the pooled tobacco will be sold at most 
remunerative prices. Of course, there 
is always more or less tala every year 
about the probability of a short crop, 
but when the growers themselves be¬ 
gin buving up last year's crop, it shows 
there is so.iie good reason for believing 
that this ye ir's crop will bea short one. 

If the cold weather continues much 
longer the crops of Burley tobacco in 
Central and Northern Kentucky wiO be 
less than half of an average crop tins 
year That is the opinion of the best- 
posted growers of tobacco, and it be¬ 
gins to look like the weather has come 
to the aid of the Burley pool in then- 
fight with the trust. 

Not over 10 per cent, of the plants 
were set out tbe first of last week, and 
what has been put out is do:ng no good 
manv of the plants turning yellow and 
making no growth. 

Most of the plants in tbe plant beds 
have bet q stunted in their growth by 
the cold Weather and are still very 
small and weakly looking. The grow¬ 
ers sav that unlesa plants are set and 
get a start in growing by June 15 they 
rarely mature before the fall frosts 
come, and if thev do msture the plants 
are all light in weight.

Lexington, Ky.—Henry Clews, who 
delivered an address at the University 
of Kentucky commencement said In 
part: 

Ladles and Gentlemen; 

It is with much pleasure and the 
highest appreciation of the degree 
conferred upon me that I rise to thank 
^ the University of Kentucky for so 
■ gerat an honor. I am proud to accept 
^ It. for I value it beyond price, com¬ 
ing as it does from a university so old 
and. famous, and at the hands of its 
president, who is. himself, the dean 
of all our American university presi¬ 
dents. He occupies an unique distinc¬ 
tion among them in having been for 
45 years the president of this great. 

Institution, dating back to its small 
beginning, when it was only a univer¬ 
sity in embryo, with a very perplex¬ 
ing and discouraging future. 

Besides being proud of its State uni¬ 
versity Kentuckians have good reason 
tc be proud and grateful for their 
natural Inheritance. Our army stat¬ 
istics show that soldiers enlisted in 
Kentucky and Tennessee have alwavs 
been of greater height and weight, 
and also of circumference of head and 
chest than the soldiers of any other 
state. The soil of Kentuckv is un¬ 
rivalled in fertility, and. while it 
leada in tobacco and hemp growing, 
its agricultural diversity is such that 
it can produce cotton, corn and wheat, 
and almost every other agricultural 
product in abundance.

Theodore Roosevelt's hunting trip In 
Africa, officially known as the Smith¬ 
sonian African expedition, lasted near¬ 
ly eleven months and was most suc¬ 
cessful In every way. The colonel’s 
desire to hunt big game was not all 
that was back of the trip, for the 
Smithsonian Institution wanted speci¬ 
mens of the fauna and flora of the 
Dark Continent and commissioned the 
ex-president to obtain them. Fbr this 
reason, a pant of the expenses were 
borne by t!*e institution, but Mr. 
Roosevelt paid all the expenses of 
himself and hie son Kermlt, presuma¬ 
bly earning much of them by his arti¬ 
cles in a magazine for which he re¬ 
ceived a record-breaking price. 

Not wasting much time after leav¬ 
ing the White House, Colonel Roose¬ 
velt sailed from New York on the 
steamship Hamburg, headed for Na¬ 
ples. With him were Kermlt and 
three naturalists, Major Mearna, Ed¬ 
mund Heller and J. Alden Lorlng. and 
stowed in the hold was most of their 
elaborate outfit for killing or photo¬ 
graphing the animals of East Africa 
aad for preserving the specimens des¬ 
tined for the Smithsonian Institution.

celling. The cows stand back to baeg.

The entire floors, gutters and mangers 
are formed of cement. The walls and 
ceilings receive two coats of Portland 
cement, both exterior and interior. 
The mangers are arranged to be flood¬ 
ed when watering the stock and the 
floor has drain traps at convenient 
points for draining away the wash 
water with an ordinary one-inch hose. 
The entire barn, including the walls 
and ceiling, may be washed down in a 
short time. The gutters Have four- 
inch drain tile leading to manure pits. 
The silos are of cement, as Is the 
foundation. The roof la covered with 
manufactured roofing, and all exposed 
woodwork receives two or three coats 
of best paint. 

Feed and litter carrier* are Installed 
and reach all parts of the barn. The 
walls have ventilating ducts or shafts 
between the studding at proper dis¬ 
tances, leading to vent stacks In the 
roof. The studdlngs are 2x6 inch, and 
the ventilators are built between 
same. The stucco, or cement finish 
for the exterior walls, compares favor¬ 
ably with the wood construction, 
where sand is not too expensive, and 
It requires no paint, no repairs. Is 
warm in winter and cool in summer, 
it will last practically forever.

In fact, 
the consuming public were getting 
many thousand quarts of milk more 
than the number of bottles would In¬ 
dicate.

CAN PASS ORDINANCES. 


£ity Councils. However. Must Not 
Conflict with General Laws. 


One day a stockman who had come 
into South Omaha with a train of 
sheep dropped in at Union Pacific 
headquarters to see General Superin¬ 
tendent W. L. Park on business, and 
In the course of his conversation be¬ 
gan telling of the trip down from 
Idaho. He bad had lots of trouble 
loading and unloading, be said, until 
he reached North Platte. Neb. 

"But there I saw the funniest thing 
In my life," be laughed. “The station 
agent there has a boy and that boy 
has a goat—Just a plain old billy goat. 
And that billy goat has learned to 
chew tobacco. 

"When we got ready to load our 
sheep, that kid took a plug of to¬ 
bacco to his hand and started. Billy 
started after the tobacco. The- kid 
walked through the aheep and old 
Billy followed him. And blamed if all 
those sheep didn't walk right after 
that old goat They thought he was 
one of them, and you know a sheep 
will-follow where another one leads. 

"The boy walked up the chute into 
one of the cars. Billy was right be¬ 
hind him and sheep were simply fail¬ 
ing over themselves to get In. The 
boys and Billy, remained near the door 
and when the car was filled with 
sheep they got out and the door was 
closed. 

"That freckle-faced kid and that old 
billy goat did to five minutes what 
half a dozen men could not have done 
in ten." 

The stockman saw only a funny oc¬ 
currence to the work of the goat, but 
Park saw the solution of a big prob¬ 
lem. 

Two hours later a special train car¬ 
rying the general superintendent left 
the Omaha yards, its destination be¬ 
ing North Plattte. On arriving there 
the boy proudly made Billy show off. 

Within a month every feeding sta¬ 
tion on the Union Pacific system was 
equipped with a couple of billy goats 
and their training was begun. 

Today, when a long line of stock 
cars, each filled with sheep, draws up 
at a feeding yard, one of these goats 
is sent up the chutes and into the car 
among the sheep. He quickly makes 
the acquaintance of the newly arrived 
animals and then calmly walks out 
the door. True to the Idea of follow¬ 
ing a leader, the sheep fall to line and 
march out behind oH Bill. 

This action Is repeated until all the 
cars are emptied—and then Bill geti 
bis reward—a chew of tobacco. 

The goau have learned to chew to¬ 
bacco from the train men who pet and 
tease them .whenever they have the 
opportunity, and the "chew" Is usu 
ally given them as a reward when 
their task of unloading a train of 
sheep Is completed. The railroad com¬ 
pany makes a regular allowance to 
pay for tobacco for these goats. 

When ready to reload, the goats are 
again sent among the sheep, with 
whom they frolic a few minutes, an*, 
then they start for the car*, followed 
by the sheep. When all cars are load¬ 
ed the goats receive another chew of 
tobacco. 

The feeding yards are all equipped 
with electric lights so (hat cars may 
be loaded and unloaded at night, tbua 
saving much time. And when a train 
arrives at night, especially are the 
goats necessary. At such times they 
miter the cars where the Bbeep are ly¬ 
ing on the floor and butt the sleeping 
animals around until they are thor¬ 
oughly awakened—and then they lead j 
them out into the feeding pens. a 

These goats are (treat favorites of . 
the railroad men and seem to know ) 
every brakeman and train employee ' 
ou their division. But not a single 
one of the railroaders is more neces- 1 
aary to the economical operation of | 
the line than is one of the Bills, and I 
none of them do more work for their | 
salaries than the goats for their feed 
and tobacco. 

The facility of the goat for this 1 
work has .’mg been kuown at the j 
yacking houses, where they are ! 
.tllized to lead animals to slaughter. !

Frankfort, Ky.—The question of the 
time and place for holding the next 
conference of governors of the states 
of the union will be settled when Gov. 
Hadley, of Missouri, and Gov. Ansel, 
of South Carolina, who, with Gov. Will- 
son. are the committee to arrange for 
the meeting, will hold a conference in 
Frankfort on June 20 to determine the 
whole matter. 

Gov. WHlson has received notice 
from both Gov. Hadley and Gov. An¬ 
sel that they will be In Frankfort on 
June 19 for the meeting on June 20. 
Frankfort has decidedly the best 
chance of any city to get the confei*- 
•ence. and it Is regarded now as prob¬ 
able that/the three governors will se¬ 
lect Frankfort as the meeting place, 
and probably will fix the first week In 
December as the time for holding the 
conference. 


T HE Union Pacific railroad baa 
discovered a ne4 use for billy 
goats and every day at half a 
hundred stock feeding stations 
on the line of the big railroad 
system, solemn goats with Jong 
white beards act the part of Judas, 
luring unsuspecting sheep to their 
doom. Little did the grave members 
of the interstate Commerce commis¬ 
sion think when they made a ruling 
that live stock en route from the great 
western ranges to the packing houses 
along the Missouri liver, should not 
be kept aboard railroad trains for 
more than 28 consecutive hours, but 
that, at the expiration of that period, 
the animals should be taken from the 
cars and given water and provender 
that the ruling would be responsible 
for the creation of a band of goats 
trained to ingratiate themselves Into 
the confidence of innocent Uttle lambs, 
matronly ewes and stately rams and 
bring these down to their death. 

But such is the case. And the Union 
Pacific railroad has a flock of goats, 
each individual member of which 
can do better work along tt)e 
lines for which it Is trained than half 
a dozen men could do In twice the 
time. 

When the 28-hour law went Into 
effect the Union Pacific railroad found 
It necessary to build big feeding yards 
at numerous points along its line—to 
fact, these yards were Installed about 
every 25 miles from end to end of the 
big system. During the shipping sea¬ 
son that railroad brings hundreds of 
thousands of sheep from the great 
ranges of Wyoming, Colorado. Utah. 
Idaho. Oregon, Montana, California 
and the southwestern states to the 
packing houses at Omaha. Under the 
new law it was necessary that these 
sheep be unloaded, fed and watered, 
and then reloaded every 28 hours. 

Those men who have ever attempt¬ 
ed to drive sheep will remember how 
difficult the task Is. especially to get 
the animals headed to the right direc¬ 
tion. "As timid as a sheep" is a 
proverb, and its truth Is proven every 
day and every hour wherever sheep 
are handled. 

If the sheep are In the stock cars 
It Is & big Job to get them out. Efforts 
of the attendants to get them to leave 
the cars usually result in the whole 
bunch crowding up In one end and re¬ 
fusing to go out the door. Sometimes 
It was even necessary that each indi¬ 
vidual sheep be actually lifted up and 
taken from the car. 

And sometimes this 28-hour limit 
expired in the dead of night, when the 
sheep were alt lying asleep on the 
floor of the o*r. At such times it was 
almost impossible to unload except by 
the "hand" method. At times half an 
hour was consumed to unloading a sin¬ 
gle car. 

After the aheep were fed and wa¬ 
tered came the reloading, and again 
there was trouble, almost as much as 
when unloading. 

The railroad found it necessary to 
maintain a large force of men at 
each feeding station. It being found 
more economic to do this than to 
spend hours and hours loading and 
unloading a train. This cost money, 
and lots of It. but there seemed no 
means of avoiding the expense There 
stood the United States courts ready 
to fcifllct a $100 fine every time a car 
of sheep was not fed and watered 
every 28 hours. Employing the men 
was cbe'-per than tines. I
